$3,000,000 U.S. LOSS 
IN TYPHOON LAID 


TO PENNY-PINCHING 


(UP)—Penny-pinching may have 
cost the United States Air Force 
up to $3,000,000 in damage 
from typhoon Faye, the 150- 
mile-an-hour blast that ripped 
Okinawa for gix hours Thurs- 
day. 

Reports from the island’s two 
huge air mases at Naha and Ko- 
dena indicated reluctance to 
spend money necessary to but- 
ton up against the typhoon and 
a decision not to fly aircraft to 
safer fields to save fuel were at 
least partly 1 — tor the 
loss of nearly 30 raft. 

The Air Force has refused to 

give a damage estimate while a 
board of investigation ordered 
by Lt. Gen. Frederick H. Smith 
Jr., Fifth Air Force Commander, 
sought to place the blame for 
the costly foulup. 
The only Air Force comment so 
far was the admission that ‘con- 
sideragle damage” was done to 
aircraft and installations. 

The Army suffered $250,000 
worth of damage. One whole 
Marine tent encampment, called 
Camp Hansen, was erased. One 
Marine was killed by flying 
debris. 

The death toll stood at 29 to- 
day with 90 missing fishermen

‘LAST HARDROCK DRILLING 
CHAMPION’ DIES AT 84 


BUTTE, Mont., Sept. 30 (AP) 
— Walter Bradshaw, known as 
“the last of the hardrock drill- 
ing champions,” died in a Butte 
hospital yesterday. He was 84 
years old. 

He and a partner, Joe Free- 
thy, set a world hammer and 
drill record in 1901, when they 
bored 55 feet into a concrete 
slab in 15 minutes. The record 
has never been surpassed. 

It was estimated that Mr. 
Bradshaw won about $35,000 
in hardrock contests. 
He appeared at exhibitions 
thraughout the country, once

Level-Headedness Where Needed 


That devotion to public welfare which is the 


best measure of a responsible press has been 
demonstrated within the past week by three 
widely separated newspapers. All three kept 
their heads, to paraphrase Kipling, when all 
about them seemed to be losing theirs: 


The Arkansas Gazette: Here was one of the 


oldest newspapers in the South, which suddenly 
found its community of Little Rock torn by mob 
violence and opposition to the nation’s law. All 
through this trying period The Gazette strove 
for law and order and common sense, regardless 


of the tides of intolerance that swept its city. 

When the President finally. moved federal 
troops into Little Rock, The Gazette regarded it 
as “a tragic day,” but one which mob rule had 
brought upon the city. “There was no denying,” 
said The Gazette to those who might deny it, 
“the case President Eisenhower made in solemn 


words on television. 


Law and order had 


broken down here.” 

The Atlanta Constitution: This newspaper is 
situated in what may be called the ideological 
capital of the Deep South, and in a state whose 
governor urged use of National Guard troops to 
defy federal school integration orders. But The 
Constitution stood true to its name. 

“One thing is clear,“ it boldly told its readers. 
“The South is paying a‘ heavy price for its mobs 
and its demagogues Who have fanned the fire 


they wanted to extinguish.” 


And no one, this 


newspaper told Southerners, could attack the 


President's insistence 


“that we maintain law 


and put down mobs.” 

The Toledo Blade: Here was a Northern news- 
paper which met racial tension with a calm in- 
sistence on fair reporting. Trouble began in 
Toledo when first a teen-age girl and later a 
nurse said they had been attacked by Negroes. 

The Blade treated these reports cautiously 
and followed its usual policy of avoiding racial 
identification, thereby incurring much criticism 
as frantic outcries grew about a “crime wave.” 

In the end, however, both the teen-age girl 
and the nurse admitted that their stories had 


been entirely untrue. 


The Blade’s careful re- 


porting was proved the right course when rumor 
collapsed and tension receded. 
Thus thtee newspapers, in their separate ways, 


refused to bow to hysteria, however widespread. . 


By serving law and order and decency, they 
‘served their public well—even those groups who 
opposed them most.

With Transit? 


Two transportation authorities agree that trouble is low produc- 
tivity; wages have gone up while busses carry fewer people more 
of “yt 
slowly on crowded streets; way to get better productivity and 
service and to reduce traffic is to turn to rapid transit.

Why is public transit in such des- 
perate straits? Transit is desperate 
because it is not producing. 

Despite a 53 per cent drop in pas- 
sengers during the last decade, transit 
has 10 billion armual customers still re- 
maining, but these diminish with each 
— day. Transit is not producing 
a quality product at a reasonable price. 
Two thirds of our families have an 
automobile which can average at least 
20 miles per hour in town. Why ride 
transit, whose speed has actually de- 
creased from 11 to nine miles per hour? 

If a man lives five miles from the 
office, why should he spend 35 minutes 
on a crowded, hot bus held up by 
every double-parked automobile when 
he can drive home in less than half the 
time? We have appealed to his sense 
of reason by telling him there is not 
room for everyone to drive, but reason 
yields to the plain fact that congestion 
hurts thé bus service more than it does 
the automobile user. 

With this unpleasant picture, what 
can be done to fit transit into the mod- 
ern urban scheme? basic thing 
that needs to be done is to increase 
transit’s productivity. 

The greatest obstacle to profitable 
transit ration is a serious loss in 
producti at a time when sharp con- 
tinued increases in productivity are 
characteristic of almost every other 
segment in the American economy. 


Advantages of Rapid Transit 


Ten years ago transit was producing 
about 550 seat-miles per man-hour. But 
due to slower movements in heavier 
traffic and the wide-scale substitution 
of smaller busses for larger streetcars, 
productivity in the big cities has fallen 
to the neighborhood of 450 seat-miles. 

This is a loss of 18 per cent in 2 
period when wages have soared 100 
per cent or more. Since 60 per cent 
of transit revenues go to wages, this 
is obviously a critical situation. 

What is high productivity transit 
service? It is transit which is operated 
on its awn private rights of way where 
there is no congestion, where schedules 
are both faster and reliable 
therefore, more attractive to riders), 


Significant Increase in Riders 


By contrast with surface transit, 
where in critical evening hours e- 
tivity is often no greater than seat- 


tes Fortnightly 7 


ities. Significantly, however, ndi- 
tures on new rapid transit facili in 
the few cities which possess them ex- 
ceed the money spent on busses in all 
the cities of the nation. 

In these few cities Boston, Phila 
delphia, Chicago, New York and Cleve- 
land, among others, the true contribu- 
tion of rapid transit to a viable com- 
munity has received greater recognition 
than elsewhere. 

How can we attract private capital 
to venture on transit facilities? The 
answer is that we cannot. New York 
found this out before the first war: 
Philadelphia, Detroit, and Toronto real- 
ized it after that war. Newark woke up 
in 1929. Boston and Chicago took action 
in 1946. Many other cities have since 
come to the same conclusion. 


Busses and Their Low Speeds 


With a 52 per cent federal income 
tax rate, there is absolutely no hope 
of private risk capital ea | transit 
from its loss of productivity. To make 
a 9 per cent pay-out, a 23 cent re- 
turn on investment would required, 
to compensate for federal and local 
taxes of all descriptions. In such a 
situation, capital amortization would 
be higher than operating costs. 

Experience has shown that appeals 
to the citizenry to “ride the bus and 
clear up congestion” are ineffective. As 
long as transit relies upon busses to 
serve heavy traffic routes, its low 
speeds will not attract riders; and its 
low productivity will not resolve tran- 
sit’s financial problems. 

For these reasons the transit solu- 
tion in every major city must be a 
rapid transit system of some sort. Pri- 
vately owned transit companies should 
be encoufaged to participate in the 
forthcoming rapid transit renaissance, 
as they have in Philadelphia and New- 
ark, but the cities must lead.

Closeness Helps 


By Angelo Patri 


* | TALK to him, call to him, and he doesn't pay a bit 
of attention to me.“ That can happen in any relation 
to any child but it will certainly happen when dealing 

with a slowet-down ehild, the slow learner, the dull normal 
child, the defective one, if the attention caller is not close 
to the child. 

Closeness is essential in the approach to any child but 
it is of critical importancé when these others are concerned. 
They are not quick thinking children. They must always 
be given time to complete their slow -reactions and the 
teacher or parent must be close to the child he is trying 
to reach. Close physically and close spiritually as well. 


x * 

THE MOTHER who is trying to teach a slow learning 
child to talk would de well to place the child on her lap 
with his ear to her breast and talk to him cheerfully and 
clearly. Sing to him. Chant a nursery rhyme. Tell him a 
story. He must hear language and he must be close to his 
teacher. 

In the classroom this closeness is what makes all the 
difference between success and failure on both sides of the 
teacher's desk. Too often the slow child is the one farthest 
from the ‘teacher. That is likely to mean that this child 
whose need for the teacher’s personal attention gets the 
least of it. Too far from her to allow his slowacting mind 
to feel her influence, he neither hears nor sees and remains 
outside her sphere of communication.
